What surely will rank as one of the great undertakings 
in the movement of buildings takes place next year when 
a historically valuable, late Gothic church in the Czecho- 
slovak village of Most, 55 miles northwest of Prague, is 
moved a half-mile to a new site, 


The transfer of the 200 feet long by 100 feet wide church 
will take it out of the reach of coal mining operations 


which now threaten it. 


The move will involve a delicate operation along four 
tracks at a speed of about an inch a m'‘nute, Even assum- 
ing a continuous day and night operation - that is, no 
stops of any kind, an impossibility - it would take more 
than 22 days to transfer the building the half-mile. 


The weight of the structure to be moved - 10,000 tons 
- is the stripped-down building. Valuable pieces of art 
from the interior, the 230-foot high steeple, the staircase 
and crypts have all been removed and willbe transported 


separately,

Q I am employed as a 
garage mechanic and have to 
provide my own tools, These 
cost me $500, When comple- 
ting my income tax return, 
can I claim this expense as 
a deduction? 

A. No. The cost of tools 
is not deductible from salary 
or wages; nor may youclaim 
capital cost allowance on 
them, You may, however, 
claim an employment ex- 
pense deduction of three per 
cent of your employment in- 
come, up to $150 a year, 

Q. I am a transport em- 
ployee and I do have certain 
travelling and away-from- 
home expenses, What re- 
cords are necessary to prove 
my claim for these expenses 
when filing my income tax 
return? 

A, If you are an employee 
of an airline, railway, bus 
or other transport company 
carrying goods or passen- 
gers and you are required 
to travel regularly away 
from the municipality or me- 
tropolitan area where you 
report for work, you may 
claim actual expenses for 
meals and lodging while a- 
way, minus any amount re- 
imbursed by your employer, 
You should keep a detailed

record of such expenditures 
and complete form TL2, This 
form, properly certified, 
should be filed with your 
return, There is an infor- 
mation circular 73-21 avail- 
able on this subject, 

Q As a self-employed 
person, I paid my tax when 
I filed my income tax re- 
turn but. received an assess- 
ment for interest, What is 
the interest charge for, as 
I paid my tax before April 
30? 

A, An individual who does 
not have three-quarters of 
his income subject to tax 
deduction at source and his 
federal tax for the preced- 
ing year was more than $400 
is required to prepay his tax 
in quarterly instalments -- 
at the end of March, June, 
September, and December, 
Since you did not do this, 
interest for late or defi- 
cient instalments was char- 
ged, A farmer is required 
to prepay two-thirds of his 
tax by the end of Decem- 
ber, 

Q What are the require- 
ments regarding keeping my 
business records after I have 
filed my income tax return? 

A, Records must be kept 
until written permission to 
destroy them is received 
from the Taxation Depart- 
ment, This would involve 
writing to your District T ax-

Q. If I do not understand 
or disagree with a Notice of 
Assessment or Reassess- 
ment, what action might I 
take? 

A, Contact your local Dis- 
trict Taxation Office for an 
explanation, The information 
may be obtained by phone, 
letter or in person, If the 
problem has arisen over a 
misunderstanding of the 
facts, it is usually to your 
advantage to have the facts 
clarified before taking for- 
mal action, Most cases are 
resolved this way, If you 
are still dissatisfied you may 
file a Notice of Objection,

Comment From Ottawa

Some weeks ago, Trans- 
port Minister Jean Marchand 
stood up in the House of 
Commons and told the coun- 
try that it doesn’t have a 
comprehensive transporta- 
tion policy; that existing pol- 
icy is open to serious ques- 
tion in terms of what bene- 
fits, if any, it is providing 
to the country; and that the 
government is having a lot 
of trouble managing the pol- 
icy that does exist, 

Lack of such a policy has 
caused tremendous pro- 
blems in the past and by 
July of this year, could cause 
an estimated $500 million 
loss in grain sales to west- 
ern farmers, Western far- 
mers have already lost an 
estimated $800 million in 
grain sales this year be- 
cause the railways do not 
have enough boxcars to move 
the grain out of the west to 
departure points for ship- 
ment, The lost sales totalled 
approximately 60 million at 
a time when wheat prices 
were around $5,00 a bushel, 

The Canadian Wheat Board 
is now behind an additional 
35 million bushels in com- 
mitted sales for 1974 be- 
cause railways cannot meet 
the commitments, It has been 
estimated amass by some of my 


fellow Western Members 
that each western grain far- 
mer stands to lose about 
$4,000 by the end of the crop 
year if the government does 
not act to have the grain 
transported, Both Otto Lang, 
Minister Responsible for the 
Canadian Wheat Board, and 
Transport Minister Jean 
Marchand have known about 
this situation since last sum- 
mer’s rail strike which ini- 
tially held up grain trans- 
portation, 

The railway companies 
are not interested in carry- 
ing grain because it is not 
profitable. Roy Atkinson, 
president of the National 
Farmers’ Union, says that 
the railways have a suffi- 
cient car fleet to move cer- 
eals, but are performing 
badly in order to force a 
change in statutory grain 
rates, 

In his March 7 speech to 
the Commons, Transport 
Minister Marchand said he 
doubted whether the rail- 
ways would buy the addi- 
tional cars even if they were 
paid to do so, 

His excuse for this intol- 
erable situation is that he 
has the responsibility but 
not the authority to take the 
action necessary to resolve 
the situation quickly and effi- 
cy. The truth of the 


matter is that Mr, Marchand 
has all the authority he needs 
under the National Trans- 
portation Act to instruct the 
railways to move the grain, 
His responsibility is to exer- 
cise that authority, even if 
it requires a form of emer- 
gency legislation, 

If Mr. Marchand fails to 
deal with this problem, he 
will not only be negligent 
in protecting the interests 
of the western grain far- 
mer, but also negligent in 


accepting his responsibility é \ 


as Minister of Transport. 

Recently, Mr, Marchand 
has gone out west to discuss 
transportation problems 
‘with the four western pro- 
vincial transport ministers, 
They all agree that some- 
thing must be done, It is up 
to Mr. Marchand now, to 
take the initiative,

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Field crop markets 
become more selective 


BETTER SEED FOR 
FIELD CROPS 
Re-issued by Wally Kiatt, 

District Agriculturist 

The Alberta Department 
of Agriculture urges the bet- 
ter commercial seed grow- 
ers in the province to plant 
registered seed this spring. 

Sherman Yelland, provin- 
cial cereal and oilseed crops 
specialist, explains that this 
request is being made to 
increase Alberta’s supply of 
certified seed, which is going 
to be needed if the increas- 


ingly selective world market 
demands are to be met, It is 
because of these same mar- 
ket demands that the federal 
government passed legisla- 
tion at the end of last year to 
limit the use of cereal and 
flaxseed varietal names to 
pedigreed seed, Similar le- 
gislation was passed for for- 
age crops seed and rapeseed 
in the 1960's, 

The new legislation means 
that a varietal name cannot 
be used for any cereal or 
flax seed that is four or 
more generations removed

Do you know what to ex- 
pect from fabric softeners? 
Many of you probably use it 
regularly but do you under- 
stand how it functions? 

A fabric softener makes 
clothes feel soft and fluffy, 
reduces wrinkling, and 
makes ironing easier, by 
lubricating the fibres with 
an oil-like film. In one test 
conducted at a University 
some time ago, towels that 
were rinsed with a fabric 
softener increased in bulk 
by 33 per cent, Also, the 
treated towels felt much sof- 
ter and smoother, nicer to 
use, 

Fabric softeners mini- 
mize wrinkling to the extent 
that many things can be put 
away without ironing, It’s a 
real asset when it comes to 
cotton garments because on- 
ly a slight touch-up with the 
fron is needed. Even then, 
it is noticeably faster and 
easier to iron when treated 
with a fabric softener, 

The problem of clinging 
slips which crackle when 
you walk, is no longer ar- 
ound, The villain is static 
electricity but fabric soft- 
eners contribute antistatic 
properties to the fabrics thus 


reducing the ‘‘spark’’ and 
“cling’’ properties, You may 
have found fortrels and other 
synthetics doing this very 
same thing. The reason can 
be twofold - either the hum- 
idity is very low (i.e, very 
dry) or the synthetic fabric 
just doesn’t retain enough 
moisture, A rinse with any 
fabric softener will alle- 
viate either of these two 
problems, 

A word of caution when 
using fabric softeners, They 
should be added to the final 
clear rinse, They have an 
attraction for detergents and 
soaps, and when wrapped up 
in this infatuation, they for- 
get about doing their job on 
the clothes, Another word of 
advice is, don’t overuse fab- 
ric softeners, After many 
washings with continual use, 
a grey residue does build up 
in synthetics. It adheres to 
the fibres making the colors 
less brilliant, Try using a 
fabric softener once for 
every four washings and this 
will help prevent a build up,

In cereals and flax the three 
classes of pedigreed seed 
are foundation, registered 
and certified. 

The large Italian market 
for Wakooma durum wheat 
is an example of the sophis- 
ticated markets with which 
we have to deal today, Al- 
berta finally broke into this 
market because Wakooma, 
which is true to variety, is 
a high quality durum wheat, 
This market could be easily 
lost, however, if this variety 
should become contaminated 
with other varieties, Mr. 
Yelland says the only safe- 
guard a farmer has against 
seed being contaminated with 
other seed, and weed seeds, 
is to plant certified seed on 
clean land, 

Glenlea utility wheat is 
another example of the im- 
portance of keeping a variety 
pure, Glenlea has captured 
a large market which pro- 
mises to grow even larger, 
To keep this large develop- 
ing market, the Canadian 
Wheat Board insists that all 
deliveries of this wheat must 
contain seed that is true to 
variety. Again, the only way 
that Glenlea growers can be 
sure of varietal purity is by 
planting certified seed, 

The malting trade has in- 
sisted upon varietal purity 
for many years, Because 
many barley growers have 
not adhered to this stand- 
ard, about 65 per cent of the 
Olli barley grown in central 
Alberta every year is not 
eligible for the malting trade 

The fact that a large pro- 
portion of the rapeseed 
grown in this province is 
not true to variety has re- 
sulted in growers having to 
submit samples to crushing 
plants before having their 
rapeseed accepted, The pro- 
blem is that the erucic acid 
content of these mixtures is 
too high to meet the domes- 
tic market standards of five 
per cent erucic acid, Cana- 
da’s domestic market is se- 
cond in importance only to 
Japan, The use of certified 
seed of low erucic variet- 
fes is the only guarantee 
the rapeseed grower has 
that a low erucic acid var- 

iety has been planted, 

World markets are also 


forage seeds, In fact, Al- 
berta forage seed growers, 
who produce half of Canada’s 
forage seed exports, are in 
danger of losing these ex- 
port markets unless they 
grow certified seed of the 
varieties demanded by their 
customers, These custo- 
mers are no longer satis- 
field with commercial seed,

The way to a man’s heart 
is still through his stomach, 
but the old saying has taken 
on a second meaning: the 
food you eat can endanger 
your heart, or protect it, 

Heart disease is the bigg- 
est cause of death in the 
western world, Males are 
more susceptible than fe- 
males particularly to age 
60, Some of you may have 
seen the newspaper article 
that suggests it is safer for 
women to shovel the snow 
than man, 

Risk factors known to aff- 
ect the heart include here- 
dity, high blood pressure, 
overweight, lack of exercise 
emotional strain, and exces- 
sive cigarette smoking. 
Maintaining desirable weight 
taking regular exercise, cut- 
ting down on cigarettes, 
learning to take life in 
stride - all these precaut- 
ions help to reduce the risk 
of heart attacks, 

The results of many stud- 
ies undertaken in several 
countries during the past de- 
cade have shown that there 
is a correlation between diet 
relatively high levels of 
blood cholesterol, and the 
incidence of coronary heart 
disease, It has been shown 
that saturated fat, usually 
fats of animal origin which 
contain cholesterol, are par- 
ticularly liable to increase 
the level of cholesterol in 
the blood stream, Unsatur- 
ated fat, usually fats of vege- 
table or marine origin, show 
a slight tendency to decrease
